There Were No Pointed Arches 
for the Middlesex Canal 


The Boston Globe. April 23rd. had a 
story about the Middlesex Canal. That 
story evinced much interest from readers 
of the Town Crier, and there have been a 
number of comments 

The State Department of Public Works 
has announced that it will rebuild a por- 
tion of the Middlesex Canal. where the 
projected bridge proposed by Rep. Fred 
Cain is to cross the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, near the Eames Farm 

That announcement called for a story 
Some reporter was given the assignment 
A photographer was sent to Wilmington to 
take pictures. He took one of the old 
Aquaduct in its present state of ruin, and 
of the canal near the home of Carlos Gum 
on Lake Street, missing the colorful 
geese and ducks who live on that canal 
He also got a good picture of the canal 
rock. in the Town Park. 

And from the archives, somebody dug up 
a picture of a canal barge going over a 
similar aquaduct. and then some rewrite 
man said it was a picture of the old aqua- 
duct being used 

But it wasn't 

That picture in the Globe was of an 
aquaduct with pointed arches. There were 
no pointed arches. in the Middlesex Canal 
Everything was either straight up and 
down, or straight across. That picture 
probably came from photographs of a 
canal in France, to guess a little Only 
the proportions are about the same 

And the story. It was a nice one. but it 
didn’t have any correct dates - well hardly 
any. In addition the young lady threw in 
a fillip about the Baldwin Apple - and 
everybody gets those stories wrong

The Middlesex Canal was built to carry 
cotton to Lowell. and milled cotton back 
to Boston. The first cargo on the canal 
was.in 1803, and the last in 1837 - a year 
and a half after the Boston & Lowell RR 
had started operations. 

There was one load of lumber came down 
the canal, as far as Wilmington. it is said 
from Billerica. about 1851. To whom it 
was consigned. and why it came to Wil: 
mington is a minor mystery, but that was 
the only traffic recorded after 1837 

In 1845 the then Superintendent of the 
Canal tried to get the people of Boston 
interested in using the canal to provide 
fresh water for Boston - from the Con- 
cord River in North Billerica. which was 
the high point of the canal. He didn’t 
succeed 

The incorporation papers of the canal 
were rescinded in the 1850's. and the land 
reverted to its original owners. 

Most of the barges and loads of lumber 
took about two days, perhaps more. to 
negotiate the twenty-odd miles of the 
canal There were two packet boats. and 
if the writer remembers correctly the 
fastest trip (downstream. ie from Lo- 
well to Boston) took about 8'2 hours. There 
no traffic allowed through any of the 
locks after one half hour after sunset 
which effectively kept it to a daylight 
operation The canal was connected. via 
the Merrimack and other canals to New 
Hampshire. whence came the lumber. and 


the granite that was used. for instance. in 
the Aquaduct. and on the sidewalks of 
State Street in Boston. came down in 


canal barges from Chelmsford 
Where there were locks 
overnight generally

On Shawsheen Avenue, right by the rail- 
road, at the bridge. is one of the old 
overnight houses. Until recently it was 
the Birkle home - it probably still is. 
The locks were in front, between some 
elm trees. and the last Lockmaster was 
a man named Daniel Gowing. who lived 
until sometime late in the nineteenth 
century. if memory serves correctly. 
Daniel lived in the home which is on the 
other side of Shawsheen Avenur. where 
the late Olivia Norcross usd to live. now 
the home of the Sarchione family That 
house used to be a part of the (id Canal 
House. until it was moved across the 
street 

When the Canal was organived. about 
1795. the men who were to own it took 
care to have at least one person in each 
town as one of the owners. In Wilmington 
that man was Samuel Jaques, jf the writer 
remembers correctly. Anyway tie was a 
member of the Jaques family and his 
home stood on the site where the New 
England Telephone building is now That 
home later (1835) became Wilmington’s 
first post office, with son James as the 
Postmaster 


The Boston & Lowell Railroad. which 
ran practically on the banks of the canal 
for a long distance in Wilmington. was 


organized for the same reason as was the 
canal - to get cotton to and from Lowell 
quickly and cheaply. The first train ran 
in 1835 and a year and a half later the 
canal was out of business. One of the 
owners was Patrick Jackson — and the 
speaker always had to be careful not to 
confuse Mister Jackson with Andy Jack- 
son, in Washington. Asa Sheldun did a 
lot of busing with Jackson. and tells 
about it in his biography, always being 
careful to refer to him as Miner Jack- 
son 

The lady. in her story, said that Colonel 
Baldwin discovered the Baldwin Apple. 
in Wilmington 

There have been possibly more fanciful 
tales told about the Baldwin Apple than

several Baldwin Apple trees, one of them 
having stood on the site where the South 
School was built - 
for the Wilmington Skating Club.

The Colonel did not discover the apple.

The apple had been for years known as 


the Butters Apple. and was cultivated by 
members of that family - so much for it 
being discovered. 


There were so many controversial
